EVERGREENS. 

Evergreens  are 

always  a 

source  of  delight,  especially  when  mother  earth 
is  bare  of  other  growing  plant  life  The  de¬ 
mand  for  evergreens  is  steadily  increasing,  and 
justly  so,  as  there  is  nothing  that  will  take 
their  place.  Our  evergreens  are  packed  with  a 
ball  of  earth  about  the  roots,  which  practically 
insures  growth  if  plants  are  properly  cared  for. 
When  planting,  do  not  remove  burlap  from  roots 
or  disturb  them.  Set  ball  so  you  can  cover  with 
two  inches  of  soil,  thoroughly  settle  soil  about 
ball  with  nlentv  of  water,  leaving  a  mulch  on 
top.  Pin  burlap  around  top  of  plant  and  leave 
this  on  until  growth  starts  in  spring,  then  re¬ 
move,  preferably  in  cloudy  weather. 

American  Arbor  Vitae.  Open  or  loose  growing 
habit,  dark  green,  2  to  3  feet,  each  $3.00;  3  to 
4  feet,  each  $4.00.
